Shrimp, “most popular pr 
fish in the United States, is in 
plentiful supply and may be profit- 
ably used by homenmiakers for Len- 
ten dishes. 

In both fresh and frozen forms, 
shrimp is generally available in 
much larger quantities than in 
previous years. A recent report 
showed that frozen shrimp stocks 
are 50 percent above average. 

Another Lehten favorite is jthe 
plentiful supply of canned Tuna. 
The 1950 tuna pack was excep- 
tionally large — over 7 million 
cases in California alone. Other 
Pacific coast states also packed 
substantial quantities of tuna. 

About 200 million pounds of 
shrimp are taken from the sea 
every year. About 85 percent 
comes from the gulf coast. Shrimp 
fishing is a year-around operation 
although the heaviest catch is 
usually made from August through 
December. 

The bulk of the so-called jumbo 
shrimp are taken in March, April, 
May and June, and are somewhat 
more than a year old. Smaller 
quantities continue to be taken 
throughout the summer on - off- 
shore fishing grounds.

- Cook the potatoes in their 
jackets, if you have time. and 
then mash them . . . otherwise 
dice them and cook them in & 
minimum of water.

Cutworm and grape bud beetles 
that destroy buds and early deve- 
loping foliage can be controlled 
with DDT. 

Cutworms are the larvae of cer- 
tain night flying moths. The cut- 
worms climb the vines in the early 
spring after the buds have begun 
to swell and feed on buds and on 
the early foliage. Grape bud beet- 
les are sluggish, dull-grey insects 
about a quarter of an inch long 
that feed on buds by drilling in- 
to them and will also feed on the 
shoots in the early stages of deve- 
lopment.
